Chair Unless Given 
Executive Clemency 


BOSTON, Jan. 10.—William A, Dorr 


of Stockton, Cal., who was convicted 
nearly a year ago at Salem for the 
murder of Georgo B. Harsh, a wealthy 
Lynn soap manufacturer, must die in 
the .electric clmlr, unless Oovernor 
Walsh intervenes. The full bench ot 
the supreme court yesterday overruled 
his motion for a. new trial and denied 
his exceptions. 


The full text of the opinion and de- 


cision will be given out today.. Dorr 
has been in the county-jail at Salem 
since he was brought across the caun- 


Gcorge E. Marsh was found murdered 
on the Lynn marshes, April 12, 1912. 


Immediately after Dorr had 
been 


found guilty of murder In the first de- 
greo by a Jury In the Essex county 
superior court last February, his coun- 
sel, ex-Mnyor-C. Neal Barney of Lynn 
filed exceptions. The only contention 
that Attorney Barney relied upon be- 
fore tho supremo court in his excep- 
tions was the'question. of Jurisdiction. 
He contended that from the..evidence 
presented at the trial, the Jury .was not 
warranted in rinding that the. crime 
was committed in Essex county. 


On this question the full bench holds 


that the place where Marsh was killed 
was question of fact for tho,Jury alone 
to determine. At the trial, Dorr testi- 
fied in his own behalf and 
admitted 


killing Marsh by shooting with an aur 
toinatlc pistol on the Lynn marshes 
April 11, 1812, but claimed he did so 
in self defense, and that the actual 
killing took place !n Suffolk and not 
Essex county.

PARIS, Jan. 10.—Gaston Calmettc, di- 


rector of the. Figaro, published In that 
newspaper yesterday a signed article 
accusing Finance -.Minister Caillaux of 
trying to extort money for electoral 
purposes from the heirs of a French- 
man named Prlou, who died in 'Brazil 
30 years ago after he had obtained 
a concession. 
The French govern- 


ment claimed the concession and sold

The news columns of the daily press 


havo been giving wide publicity to re- 
cent events both in this country and 
abroad which show that opinion as to 
tha propriety of the "tango" and other 
modern; dances is still very much di- 
vided.

out in open condemnation and Boston

ago. 


On the other hand one hears approval 
of the new dances from people that 
would not consciously approve any- 
thing degrading, Immodest or vulgar, 
and the press stories are by no means 
confined to events that show unre- 
served condemnation. 


In London recently a strong feeling 


had crown up against the new dances 
which were being patronized by fash- 
ionable society. Many eminent church 
men at first protested against then 
Even the court which still Influence 
the social side of English life showc 
disapproval in 
many

ways. Acting on the presumption tha 
much of this opposition 
came 
from 


those who disapproved without having 
seen or understood, one of the London 
theatres gave a special matinee per 
formance "for tho edification of peer- 
esses and church dignitaries." 
After 


several exhibitions of the dances, a 
vote 'was taken, and the result showeii 
751 in favor to only 21 against. As 
the Identity of the voters was not re- 
vealed it Is not certain that these votes 
represent the opinions of the bishops 
or the nobility, but it would undoubt- 
edly represent the feeling? of the av- 
erage theatrical 
audience, were 
the 


new dances given as spectacular fea- 
tures devoid of vulgarity. 


This Incident of the London theatre 


contains the whole argument for nnd 
against the new dances. They may be 
danced gracefully and modestly and as 
interpreted by the vulgar or the vic- 
ious _ they may 
"be made disgraceful 


exhibitions. Xot Infrequently the same 
dnnce hall reveals boll; types of dun- 
cers and dances. Realizing, iierhaps,

Executive Clemency 


BOSTON, Jan, 40.—William A. Dorr 


of Stockton, Cal., who was convicted 
nearly a year ago at Salem for the 
murder of George K. Marsh, a wealthy 
l*ynn soup manufacturer, must die In 
the electric chair, unless Governor 
Walsh intervenes. Tho. full bench of 
the .supreme court yesterday overruled 
his motion for a now trhtl and denied 
hi-s exceptions. 


The full lext of the opinion and de- 


cision will he given out today. 
Dorr 


has been In the county jail,, at Satein 
since he was brought across the caun- 
try from California, 19 months 
ago. 


George B. ^larsh waa found murdered 
on the Lynn marshes, April 12, 1912. 


Immediate])'; after Dorr 
had 
heen 


found guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree by a jury In the Essex county 
superior court last February, his coun- 
sel, ex-Mayor C. Nual Barney of Lynn 
I; led exceptions. The only contention 
that Attorney Barney relied upon be- 
fore the supreme court in his excep- 
tions was the question of jurisdiction. 
Me contended that from the evidence 
presented at the trial, tho jury was not 
warranted iu finding" that 
the crime 


was committed in 'Essex county.

that the place where Marsh was killed 
was question 'of fact for (ho jury alone 
to determine. At the trial, Dorr testi- 
fied in his own behoJC and 
admitted

killing- took place In Suffolk and not 
Essex county.

spoke of .the housing problem in Low- 
ell, stating that the tenement houses 
here wherein are crowded many of 
the workers with largo families, are 
located In a section where good light 
and pure air are not to be obtained. 


"Popular men as a rule," ho said, 


"are chosen to office in American cit- 
ies. 
Popular men are not chosen by 


big corporations to supervise busi- 
ness, because mere popularity Is not in 
itself anything of any special value. 
Yet American cities are run by men, 
In many instances, who possess the 
rather negllble quality ot 
popular- 


ity. 
Throughout Germany, municipal 


experts have shown that they 'can ac- 
complish what men under the elective 
system in America have not accom- 
plished." 


The speaker urged the establishment 


of schools where students in municipal 
problems may receive the proper edu- 
cation, where they can fit themselves 
for tasks which aro just as distinct 
from other walks of life, and just as 
beneficial to • the race as are many 
of those for which men fit themselves 
now in colleges. 


He referred to the orderliness of Ger- 
man cities. 
This fact is immediately 


impressed on the traveling American 
who, in many instances, comes from a 
place where, except tlvero be police con- 
trol, there Is very little evidence of good 
order maintained. In Germany tho peo- 
ple have so long been trained to the 
keeping of order, oven in minor af- 
fairs, that now they rejoice In 11.
